If the recom- 
mendation should be accepted by the 
governtiiont there is no doubt it would 
make tlie schools purely Hcciilar. It is 
understood the Archbishop of Hiiperl's 
I>and is opposed t'> any such action, but 
other members of the committee are in 
favor of it. The chairman of the -com- 
mittee, however, denies that any auch 
discussion took place.

THE PEENCH CRISIS. 

Gravity of the Situation Increasing Daily— 
A Stmcgle Between the Chamber of 
Bepaties and the Senate. 

LoNOON, Feb. 18. — The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Pall Mall Gazette tele- 
graphs that the political situation in 
France is daily growing more serious. 
He adds : " Those best informed consider 
that tlie cabinet has a card up its sleeve 
which will cause considerable surprise. 
It is certain that the ministry means to 
stop where it is and there is a possi- 
bility of a coup d!etat. Thegovernment 
may declare its intention to govern with- 
out a senate, A prominent statesmaii 
tells nie the principal obstacle is Uener- 
al Saiissier, covernor of Palis and gen- 
ralissinio in case of wai-. Sanssior \s 
old, opposed to change and jirepitred to 
march against the revolutionary move- 
ment with the utmost vigor A few 
months ago he said to one of the moder- 
ate niiiiistors in jiower: ' Keep me as 
long as you possibly can ; you will need 
me, and one regiment will be master of 
the Parisian poi)iilace.' Henry Koche- 
fort remarked to me yesterday : ' Seven 
vears ago two lines in the Intransigeant, 
Rochefort's newspaper, headed ' Down 
with the senate,' would have sufBced for 
200,000 men immediately to march upon 
Luxembourg.' " 

The crisis is practically a struggle be- 
tween the cliaiiilier of deputies, which 
lias supported the Hadical mini8lry,and 
the senate, whicii seems bent on over- 
throwing It, even al the cost ol the most 
serious disturbance. It is claimed the 
resignation of the ministry would not 
alter the matter to any great extent, as 
it anpcars to be no lunger a ijuestion of 
coiiiidence (ir (if noii-cenlideiiec in the 
cabinet. The chain her ot deput ies, it is 
asserted, has jiractically, by defying the 
senate, endangered the "constitution, 
and the result is a condition of allairs 
about as threatening as any since the: 
troublesome times of 1870-71. The Con- 
servatives and Socialists demand dis- 
solution of parliament. The Moderates 
and Republicans agree that dissolution 
ia advisable, but claim that it should 
lake place under another cabinet. 

M. Bourgeois, the premier, has in- 
formed a member of the left that the 
government does not desire lo again 
riiiei! the (lucslion of ^'oiiiidenee in the 
chamber of deputies Thursday next, 
prcfeiriiig to wait further 'letion upon 
tlic [larl of the senate.

t'ude of the senate. 

A radical leadr^r said to-day : " If the 
pretender is willing to risk his life, he 
would now have a clianceof winning the 
game." The radicals ])iove that they 
regaid the Bittiation as revolutionary, 
and consider that this is an echo of the 
great revolution. The lateat information 
is that the senate hopes on Friday to 
pass a vote of censure against the gov- 
ernment by even a more crashing ma- 
jority than on Saturday.

Yesterday's Proceedings in tlie House 
of Comoions— Coucluslou of 
Hareonrt's) Speech. 



Opintons of the Press on the :-!ubject 
of Arbitration— Mr. B&l- 
foar'R Position. 



J,oNi)OK, Fell. 18. — In concluding' liis 
speeuh in the House of Coininons yealer- 
day Sir William Hiircourt suid : 

"I ttelievo the real points of difference 
between the two governinenta is insigni- 
ficant. Nothing is so dangerous as to 
leave disputes of this kind to tlie ignor- 
ant projudiccH of the i)eople, who do not 
inidcrstiind the <iueation. 1 venture to 
suggest to Mr. Jones, after the statement 
the government has made, it would be 
useless to pursue his motion to a divi- 
sion, which would entirely niierupiesent 
the feeling of the liouse, beside doing in- 
finite injury in America. I see no man- 
ner of settling this ques-tion except to 
encourage auiiport of the government in 
a course wiiich, if followed, will most 
speedily and successfully lead to a good 
understanding between England and the 
United States." (Clieers.) 

Mr. Atherly .(unes then withdrew his 
amendment. Julm Dillon objected to 
the withdrawal, and an altercation with 
the Speaker ensued, but the latter refus- 
ed to uphold the objection. 

Tlie Chronicle's " lobbyist " in de- 
scribing the scene in the House of Com- 
mons when the Irishmen tried to chal- 
lenge the withdrawal of the .-Vtherlcy- 
.lones amendments admits that SjieaUer 
CiuUy gave les.s than the usual time lor 
a negative resp'Mise after tlie i|uestiun <jf 
the withdrawal had been jiut and di- 
rectly he declared the amendinenl with- 
ilrawn, shouts (jf "No" came from 
the Irish beni'.lies. " Vou are too late," 
said the Speaker suavely, and he .-stead- 
ily uphehl Ills tiecision in the face of the 
angry protests of John Dillon, Michael 
Havitt and Dr. Tanner. 

The Chronicle says : " Speaker Gully 
played a debatable but certainly a de- 
fensible part, for mucli is allowed to a 
peacemaker." 

The Standard states that the Irish 
members intend to move again the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Atherley- 
Jones to the address and withdrawn by 
him yesterday. But it is considered 
doubtful whether the rules of the house 
will iieriiiit this to be done. 

Tlie Chronicle editorially pnnnises to 
accede to Mr. Ualfour's appeal lor silence 
during the Venezuelan negotiations, but 
only on condition that arbitration is the 
government's goal. If it is not, the 
Chronicle promises Eucli publicity as has 
never been known before. 

Ainlsassador Bayard had an interview 
this afternoon with the iNIarquia of Salis- 
bury on the subject of the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute. 

Yesterday's debate and the proposal 
of the Times correspondent in the U n i ted 
States that Great Britain should appoint 
a commission of its own, consisting of 
tn-o members, which should work in 
conjunction with two Americans as a 
Venezuelan boundarv eonmiission, not 
to lix the boundary, fnit to ascertain the 
facts and report t(j their respective gov- 
ernments, are the leading subjects for 
editorial commentthisafternoon, especi- 
ally Mr. Smalley's proposal for a joint 
commission, which is supposed to have 
emanated from the cabinet at Wash- 
intrton. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: " IMr. 
Atherly Jones' amendment (deploring 
absence of a pronouncement in the 
Queen's speech in favor of arbitrating 
tne Venessuelan dispute) could not do 
any good and might do a great deal of 
harm. Mr. Jones is old enough to know 
that the interference of the House of 
Cuninions in matters under diplomatic 
treatment must be intolerable. An 
ameiulinent. inuilying censure of the 
government would undoubtedly have 
been negatived iiy a large majority; 
would thus liave defeated its own ends, 
and have conveyed to the United States 
an entirely fallacious impression of hos- 
tility. This, on the morning of the ap- 
pearance of tlie very proiiiisiiig sugges- 
tion of Mr. Smalley, might Imve been a 
very serious calamity, but fortunately 
no iuirm was done. The house saw it 
had been on the verge of an indiscretion 
and wisely began to talk about eome- 
thing else. 

The Westminster Gazette announces 
that it entirely sympathizes with-the 
object of Mr. Jones' amendment, add- 
ing, however: " But, it is clearly desir- 
alile, after .Mi. Balfour's appeal and Sir 
William llarcourl'.s siieecli, that it 
should not be persevered in. Its cer- 
tain rcjec-t'on W(jiild have been inti/r- 
pieted in .\inerica as denioiistratiiig 
that the House of Cuiumons did not 
favor arbitration. This would have been 
a tlionsand )>ities, with the delicate ne- 
gotiations at ju'csent iiroceeding ami 
when every liojie tliat a modus vivendi 
will be found." 

The St. .lames (iazetto agrees that 
Mr. Bp.lfonr's intervention in the tlebate 
yesterday, in order to end it, was jus- 
tifiable, and adds: "But Sir Williuin 
Vernon Harcourt's utterance on tlu; 
.subject of arbitration goes a great deal 
further than is justified by tlu; feeling 
here. The Chrouich; and Sir Harcourt 
most n^iseliievously decl u-e that the 
country is unanimous for arbitration, 
without specifying what arbitration. 
Nothing but harm can come of this inys- 
tilicatioii." 

The (ilobe aays that it is not sur- 
prised to learn that the scheme com- 
mends itself to J'resident Cleveland and 
his uiinisters, continuing: "They have 
taken up anuntenableground.and virtu- 
.ally ask our assistance to enable them to 
retire gracefuUv. It is often good policy 
to buud a golden bridge for our adver- 
saries, but it must not be .too costly, and 
the cost in the present instance is too 
great. It has the fatal efl'ect that it 
jilaces the interests of British subjects 
and the territory claimed by Venezuela 
absolutely in the hands of an unknown 
foreigner. Tbie sacrifice President 
Cleveland has no right to call for from 
us. America has no corresponding in- 
terest at stake as an Cviuivalent, and we 
cannot consent to leave the position and 
property of forty thousand British- sub- 
jects at the mercy of a Swiss, Belgian or 
Scandinavian arbitrator."

CUBAN INSTJRGEJITS. 

Movements of Uaceo and Gomez— Return of 
tlie Former to the Province of Havana. 

Havana, Feb. 18, — Lieut.-Genoral 
Antonio Maceo, commanding the west- 
ern army of liberty, has succeeded in 
la-ossing the military line drawn across 

the island to jirevent his escape from the 
province of I'inar del Kio, passed be- 
tween Nejituno and Waterloo, on the 
south coast, and entered the jiroviiice of 
Havana, whore he will co-operate with 
Cien. Maximo (romez. Antonio JIaceo 
is fairly within the province of Havana, 
and east of the liatabano troclia, and if 
he has not joined forces with Gomez he 
is in a position to do s< vhenhe pleases. 
Ijarge forces of insurgents are also with- 
in reach in the Matanzas province, 
where they are overrunning the country 
and doing much damage. 

The whereabouts of Maximo (iomez 
ari! not known, as he has not led any 
large aggressive movements for some 
time. lie seems to have lapsed into a 
condition of seeming ajiathy, like that 
which cliaracterize(l his stay in I'uerto 
I'rincipe while ,\ntonio IMaccra was wag- 
ing an energetic campaign in ."^antiago 
de Cuba. As that period of seeming 
apathy on Gomez' part terminated ii 
his irruption into Santa Clara and hi 
dashing march westward almost to thu 
gates of Havana, showing how busy hi 
had l)een in making ell'ective jirenara 
tions, the authorities do not allow tliem- 
selves to count much upon his present 
nuietude. The last reported of Gomez 
he waa in tlie neighborhood of San An- 
tonio de Las Vegas, a little west of the 
centre of Havana province and twenty 
miles from the capital. This town has 
been to a large extent the beadqmirters 
of the insurgents for some time past, 
and has been in their luunls. In fact, a 
number of the otKcials of the to\\Ti wenu 
over to the insurgents. 

Antonio Maceo, with bis large follow- 
ing iroui Pinar del Kio, lias made known 
his jiresence about San .-Vntonio do J^as 
Vegas. His band, together with Miro 
and Castillo, were att;icked at that town 
by a column of troops under Col. Segnra, 
andan engagement of small importance 
ensued. Col. Segnra, in liis ollicial re- 
port, relates that liis forces took the 
town and dislodged the insurgents, who 
retreated to a hill at Culebra. 'There 
they took positions and prepared to 
make a stand. But the artillery was 
brouglit to play upon them, and they 
were cliargetl with tlie bayonet, the cav- 
alry at the same time making a charge. 
They retreated, leaving twelve dead, be- 
side seventy-one horses, some arms and 
a (juantity of ammunition. The insur- 
gents also carrieii away a number of 
wounded. Col. Segura also engaged a 
portion of Maceo 'a command at Vapor, 
where a vanguard of sixty anfl a main 
body of tiOO ingiirgents were passing. 
The insurgent loss at this point was 
three killed and twelve wounded. 
Gen. i'lcliague emjiloyed a bit of 
strategy to come up with the rebels. 
He embarked his command upon 
a train made up to resemble a freight 
train. The insurgents mistook it for a 
freight train, and near .Molina surrounded 
it, with the intention of destroying it. 
tien. lOcliague's force attacked them, 
and, taking them by surprise, caused 
them a considerable loss in killed aud 
wounded. 

The Spanish authorities commonl 
upon Antonio Maceo's return to Havana 
province by stating that he came* with 
;5,000 men from the eastern provinces, 
aiul that he has returned from Pinar del 
Kio to Havana with about 700 men. 
Kven if he left s<mie men in Pinar del 
Itio, they say, these figures jiiove that 
he sustained a great loss while in thai 
province. A group of insurgents have 
iiurned the stations at Jlinar, Cainpo 
and Florida, and the warehouse of San 
.Miguel, near Havana, on the railroad to 
Matanzas. 

Kingston, Jamaica, l"eb. IS. — .'^t^vcral 
invalid Cubans who have arrived luu'C 
rejiort that immense stores of muni- 
tions of war have bei>n reiurived by the 
insurgents \vhi(;h have enabled them to 
take measures for the occii))ation of the 
city of Santiago the moment the United 
.States government recognize them. Gen. 
Weyler's advent has comiielled them to 
plan jirompt and decisive action. 

WASHINGTON WHEAT EXPORTS. 

Consignments of BreadstufTs From the 
Sound to South Africa. 

Tacoma, Feb. 18. — That there is 
a big demand for Washington wheat in 
South Africa is illustrated by the fact 
that two largo full-rigged ships will leave 
the Sound this week carrying cargoes of 
grain for Cape Town. The line steel 
ship Ancaios has comploled her cargo 
here, after loading a large ])roportion of 
it at Seattle, and will sail Wednesday. 
Ship Candida, Capl. JCerr, which arrived 
here Saturday, is now loading wheat at 
the flouring mill, and the work of filling 
her hold with grain will be rushed as 
rapidly as jxissible. An ell'ort will be 
made to have her ready to sail on Satur- 
day.

STILL DOUBTING. 

The bitterest pill that the Times has 
ever been forced to swallow was the 
appointment of Col. Prior to a seat in 
tiie Cabinet. Although the appoint- 
inunt was made months ago, and Col. 
Prior has taken the seat in the Cabinet 
to which he was appointed and is per- 
forming the duties and exercising the 
powers of 11 Cabinet ^linister, the Tiiiiea 
is still making vi-ry faces and 8])uttering 
in the most undigiiilied manner over the 
dose. We cannot honestly say 
we are sorry for our contemporary, be- 
cause it ought to iiave had more sense 
tlian to have placed itself in such a very 
pitiable position. Can it not see how 
ridiculoas it is making itself by denying 
■what has long been an acconii)lislied 
fact? It would 1)C just as reasonable lor 
the editor of tlie Times to maintain that 
C'll. Prior has nol been returned to Par- 
liament as to deny that he is a member 
ol the Cabinet. 

Our contemporary becomes sarcastic 
-when it discusses the question. " Hut," 
it says, " as Col. Prior's organ in this city 
says the appointment of a controller to a 
seat in the Cabinet is all right, iiroba- 
bly the constitutional lawyers at Ottawa 
do not know anything about the mat- 
ter." We do not know that Col. Prior 
has an organ in this city ; but if he has 
and it says that the Premier hag full 
power to appoint a controller to a seat 
in tlie Cabinet, it says what is iierfectly 
true, and lliert; is at least one constitu- 
tional authority in Ottawa who agrees 
with it.

Crown could call in anyone to advise tic 
Crown— any member of the Houf5e." 

According to Mr. Mills, then, the aj)- 
pointmeiit of a Controller to a scut in 
tlie Cal)inet wa.s extraordinary, but not 
nncoiistitiitional. Surely Ibis ought to 
convince our contemporary thai iiiques- 
tioning the genuineness of the Hon. Col. 
Prior's appointment and expressing 
doubts as to his status in the 
Government, it is, not to |)Ut too line a 
point on it, makiiii.' a fool of itself.

The Ownership of the Claims Settled 
by a' Gompromiae— Work to 
Begin at Once- 



The dispute as to the ownership of the 
A Iberni and three other mineral claims 
on Mineral Hill, Alberni, has been set- 
tled by ft compromise. Tiio several par- 
ties have now formed themselves into 
company to lie called the " Consolidated 
Alberni Gold Mining Co," with a capital 
stock of $500,000. The original members 
of the company are prominent citizens 
of Victoria and Vancouver and will form 
a strong combination. It is stated that 
arrangements will at once be entered 
into to thoroughly prospect the several 
clainiB, HO that machinery can be j)ut 
in at the earliest moment to place the 
mines on a producing basis. The chief 
work go far has been done on the Alber- 
ni claim, which is seventeen inches 
wide on the surface. These assays 
have invariably given a high result, 
averaging from several hundreds to 
several thousands of dollars per ton. 
The uold can be seen glistening all 
through the ore, while that showing no 
free gold when crushed gives an astonish- 
ing result when panned out. 

Mineral Hill is rightly named for it is 
seamed with ledges of quartz from a few 
inches to six and seven feet in width, 
and about 14,000 feet square of the hill 
has been stoked off. Other claims con- 
tiguous to the Alberni grouj) show 
equally good rock — notably the Missing 
Link, Champion and Lost Dollar. 

The forinatifin of the Consolid.alcd 
Alberni will give an impetus to mining 
on the West Coast. It only needs the 
expenditure of money to prove that 
Alberni district has equally as rich ami 
extensive deposits of gold bearing rocks 
as those found in any other section of 
the province.

Somewhat NovlI and Well Sus- 
tained Tliroui^hout.

A. Bank USanaser Killed by a Farm X.aborer 
Who at Once Gave Hlmseir Up. 

BAJiBtB, Feb. 18. — This morning' J. A. 
Strathy, manager of tbe Bank of Com- 
merce ill this town for the last fifteen 
years, was fatally shot by an unknown 
man, whoci-.lled at his bouse, and upon 
Mr. Strathy's api)oarance drew a revol- 
ver and shot him. .Mr. .'-itratby wa;* one 
of the most })opular bankers in the pro- 
vince, and no etl'ort will be sjiarcnf to cap- 
ture the murderer. It was leane'il Inter 
that Mr. J. A. Slrutliy met his death at 
tliehandsof Michael Ibennan, a farm 
labcjrer. llreiuiaii came to the residence 
aii<l rcciuested to see Mr. .Strathy. Upon 
bis a])pearance in the parlor, Brennan, 
without a moment's warning, drew a re- 
volver and lired. The report alarmeil 
the household, and, though medical aitl 
was summoned at once, Mr. Strathy liv- 
ed only half an hour. The murderer 
walketl coolly down the street and gave 
himself up to tbe police. Asked as to 
what his motive was, he said: " It was 
me who did it." He was taken intocus- 
tody, but it was only by force that he 
was made to surrendei- the weapon,, 
which was a 44-calihre British bull-dog.

— Couhl uot sleep a wink all 
last night for casting np accounts of nil 
this foastiiiK aad toery -will cost us, and 
finding it mustent npall that money we 
had of poor Mr. Goodman, and make a 
deo]) hole in our quarter's rents besides. 
I fell a-spccnlatiug whether our teuauts 
would pay mo •with thO sarnie pmictnal- 
ity tliey liavo usetl to pay oW Simon, 
witli grievous frars to the contrary. For 
a.ssuredly .Simon hat ii not been idle these 
past days, and will do us an ill turn it 
he can by tlu'pwing doubts before the.so 
samo tenants whether thoy sliould pay 
or nijt before Moll's succession is made 
sure.

But if I have no more 
appetite for gayety thou I feel at this 
moment I shall do better to stay here 
and mind my busines.s, though I do ex- 
pect, to Ihid little ]dea.suro in that, and 
must abide by a month of very dull, 
gloomy days.

THE SEALING QUESTION. 

Ways and Means Committee of Congress 
Strongly Advised to Exterminate 
the Seals. 

WASiiiNirro.N, Feb. 18. — .-VHsiHtiuit Sec- 
retary lianilin of tlu! Irca.sury (iepiiil- 
iiient, and ^Ir. IClliotl of Ihti Smiih- 
Ronian Instilnto, appeui t'd Ije.'ore a sul)- 
coruiiiitleu of ways anil niean.s to-day ami 
gave their views on the bill introduced 
by Representative Dingiey, chairman of 
the comnjiltee, in rcf^iinl to the exter- 
mination of seals. The hill advi.se.H llial 
if measures oi ]irotei;liuii un'. nut i)Ul 
in (.peration at tlie befiinniii',; of this 
year's sealiuf,' Keason the Secretary of 
llie Treasury shall cause all seals on tiie 
Prihyluir iaiauds to be killed. 

Assistant Secretary ilaiulin said tliat 
two queBtionB arose, whether it would 
be a violation of treaty right.s with 
Great Britain and whether the Kortli 
American Commercial Co. would not 
have grounds to sue for damages. lie 
did not state such would be the case, 
but that it might be so. The Commer- 
cial Co. is now Bringing suit on account 
(jf a reduced catch. In answer to ques- 
tions by Chairman Dingley, it was 
shown that since ISDO the t^overnnu'nt 
luul been e.xpeiulint; lf-ir)0,IIOO a year to 
{)atrol iiehrinj^ sea, and in return re- 
ceived not mure than .'f2(l4,(IO() from the 
Heal lisheries. In some yeiirs tbife 
uriiouiit was reduced to !fJO,t)00. If 
there were no seals llio jjutrol servii'e 
would bo unnecessary. Mr. Haiiiliii 
reconiineuded tliat all Healing be prc)- 
hibited by the U. S. ^overiinient and 
that perhaps Great Britain could by the 
force of our example be brouuhttodo 
the same. If not, he would lot the Can- 
adians continue what lie characterized 
as the barbarous slautjcliter of the seals. 

Mr. Elliott, the e.N;i)crt, who lias made 
several reports on seal lifi!, said thai the 
only solution of the problem was to pas.s 
the pro])OHed bill and kill the entire 
lierd at once. Nothing, lie said, coulii 
C(-unt! from courteor.H treatment, and a<,'- 
gressive action nmst Ije taken inimedi- 
iitely in order to be in readiness at tlie 
be;^innin(,' of the season The herds liave 
decreased, he said, from over four 
million.s in 1S74 to about 17f),00U 
to-day, the sealiiii^MuduHtry in jiractical- 
ly dead, and anotlier season will ex- 
ttjniiinate them all under i)re8i'iit con- 
ditions. If the bill were passed the 
American sealers would obtain almost 
every one of the seals on the Pribyloff 
islunds, and the Canadians could not 
then find enough to pay them to go to 
Behring sea."

GEOitGlAiN BAY SHIP CANAL. 

Its Commercial and Strategetical Impor- 
tance Laid Before tlie Dominion Govern- 
ment by an Infiuenlial Deputation. 

CrrAWA, Feb. IS. — (Special) — The pro- 
jectors of the Ottawa aiul Geoi-gian l.iay 
ship canal interviewed Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell this afternoon with a view of 
obtaining Dominion government aid. 
They pointed out that to deepen the 
waterways of the Ottawa and lueiich 
rivijrs and Lake Ni pissing to a depth of 
fourteen feet would necessitate the con- 
struction of Init sixteen miles of actual 
canal work, the operations would ho 
conlined to the removal of obstructions. 
The total cost is estimated at 10,000,000 
dollars. The ileputation asked that the 
goveriuneiit of Canada guarantee the in- 
terest on the bonds to secure the con- 
struction of the canal. It was pointetl 
out that the new route would shorten 
the distance between Montreal and 
Lake Superior by 308 miles as compared 
witli the St. Lawrence and Welland 
canal route, and as compared with the 
route to New York via Buffalo and the 
Krie canal a decrease of 435 miles would 
be eflei'tei-l. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell in replying to 
the deputation said that it frequently 
had lieen said hy Canadians interested in 
the shipping trade, that owing to their 
larger vessels the Americans were secur- 
ing the bulk of the lake carrying trade. 
In 1879 he had declared in favor of re- 
pealing the Canadian coasting laws if 
reciprocity in coasting could tie secured 
with the United States. In 1893 he had 
visited Washington in company with 
Sir .John Thompson and had interviewed 
Secretary Blaine on the subject. Mr. 
Blaine had then asked whether Canada 
desired thai tlie proposed recijirocal ad- 
vantages siiould refer -to the sea- 
board as well as to the 
great hikes. He, Sir lilacken- 
zie, had answered that the C\iiiailian 
govern nient idea was to have it ajiply to 
the inland waters alone, but that if iMr. 
I'laiue wanted a general coasting trade 
treaty, Caiiaila would enter into such a 
convention. Mr. Blaine then replied 
that En[,'lanil practically controlled tlic 
world's ie;n',-ving trade, and that he 
woukl fit'y to It) far as it kyinhla 
power, that tlie 'United States held on 
to wliat they controlled iii V"^ Great 
Lakes. To " this Sir Mackenzie luio 
answered that the .Vinericans would 
have to compete, not with British, hut 
with Canadian vessels. The draft of the 
former would make it impossible for 
them to pass the St. Lawrence canals. 
The Canadian government, he assured 
Mr. Blaine, would not enter into any 
one-sided agreement, but would prefer to 
suffer for the moment and conduct the 
lake carrying trade so that in the end 
Canada would receive )k rmaiient hen- 
elit. ( jiicerning the canal scheme. Sir 
Mackenzie said tlie government would 
consider it. 

Mr. Kosaniond, a Conservative iiumii- 
ber of parliament, who formed one of 
tlie deputation, calknl attention to the 
strategic importance of the canal in the 
event of war with the United Stales. 

Sir Mackenzie said that the govern- 
ment would not forget this aspect of the 
case.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Rcsohitions Adopted by tlie Austr.-ilnsian 
Conference— The Subject Before tlie U. S. 
Comnilttee on Foreign Relations. 

(From tlio Ollft'va Citizen.) 

•' The text of the resolutions adopted 
by the .Vustralasian conference on the 
subject of the proposed Pacific cable 
have been received. As intimated by 
tiie cable Sir Saul Samuel and Mr. Dun- 
can Gillies, have been appointed to re- 
present the Australian colonies at the 
general (conference which is to be hold 
in London. 

"The Australasians favor the Fanning 
island route, which gives an all-l!ritisli 
cable, tducliing at l'"iji and fnuii \(n'folk 
island forks to New Zealand ami .Austra- 
lia. !-^outli Australia, which was the 
only deterrent hictor in the Ottawa 
conference because of its vested inti^rest 
in the land lines connecting witli the 
existing cable system, has offered, 
through its representatives, to support 
the Pacific cable sciieine provided the 
colony is guaranteed a continuance of 
its financial returns from those land 
lines on the basis of an average of the 
])ast five years' earnings. Tlie colony 
of South .-Vustralia is also ojiposed to a 
contribution of e(|ual shares by all the 
colonies towards the coiu;triiction of the 
J'acilic cable. 

" The .\nstrahisians favor the scheme 
'01 a I'acilic cable constructed and owned 
joimily by the various governments iii- 

ti'Tcsteii.'' 

W.isiii.sdTo.s", Feb. 15. — The senate 
committee on foreign relations to-day 
liad under consideraticn tho jiropositions 
for a cable to Hawaii. The sub-coinmit- 
tee which lias bad tlie matter under con- 
sideration made a favorable report with- 
out recotnmending either of tne propo- 
sitions before the committee. There are 
two of them, one made by the Pacific 
Cable Company, of which Mr. Scrymser, 
of New York, is the head, and the 
other renn^soiited by Col, Spalding, of 
Honolulu. The report favors a contract 
with one of these companies whereby 
the Kovernmcnt will pay a subsidy of 
about ^1()0, 001) a year for twenty years, 
the cable coni|iany to do the govern- 
ment cable business for an indelinite 
|)eriod, until tlic entire amount of the 
Hiilisidy shall be canceled. Some of the 
Democratic members objected to any 
subsidy or government iiartnership 
with private corporations, but it was 
made evident that one of the bills would 
receive the indorseiuent of the commit- 
tee. The final disposition was post- 
poned to permit a more thorough in ves- 
tigation of the comparative claims and 
resources of tho two companies.

Steamer '"Mexico" Withdrawn From 
Southern Koule and Will Ran 
to Alaska 



The steamer Mexico will be put on the 
route to Juneau and Douglas island Feb- 
ruary 22. Business with Alaska has 
assumed such dimensions that the Paci- 
fic Coast Steamship Company has found 
it expedient to put on the Mexico, as 
well ns the Topcka and .Vlki. She will 
run twice a month, although her exact 
schedule is not yet fixed. The Mexico 
was on the Alaska route for several 
years, until three years ago, as an ex- 
enrsionist. 

Connections will be made at Sitka 
with steamers of the Alaska Commercial 
Company, running to Cook Inlet, Alaska. 
The steamer Bertha will leave Sitka 
:March 24, again on -April 8, carrying 
freight and passengers to Portage bay, 
on the extreme west of Prince William's 
sound, from which place parties cross 
the portage into Cook inlet, a distance 
of twenty-live miles. Rates will be as 
follows: Cabin if20, steerage $12.50, 
freight $7.50 per ton. 

On April '..'4 and May 8, the steamer 
will run direct into Cook inlet, landing 
passeni;ers ai Tyooi)oid<, in the northern 
pari of the Inlet, at the followi.-.g rates:

Charles Flesh, formally chief engineer 
on the tug Falcon, has purchased the 
hull of the old steamer Badger with the 
object of at once fitting it out for service. 
The Badger was employed as a tug until 
a little more than a year ago, when her 
owner having built the steamer Mary 
Mare, consigned her remains to the 
" Ixme yard." Not many days ago, 
however, Mr, Flesh examined the aban- 
doned, deserted ciaft and finding every- 
thing in a remarkably good state of 
preservation nuule an olTor to ]iurchase 
iier. She is in conseiiuence to be hauled 
on Tiirpel's ways to-day in order to be 
thoroughly overhauled. New machinery 
will bo placed in her afterwards, and 
when fliis is done it is expected that she 
will be a faster and better tug than she 
ever was. The Badger was built at 
Victoria for Messrs. Hare and Cakes, 
being launched on October 10, 1887. 
Her dimensions are : Length of keel, 75 
feet; beam, 14 feet, and hold 6 feet. She 
was wrecked on December 16, 1890, and 
the underwriters sold her to the owners 
for $150.
